Huerta Message to 


Mexican Congress 


Washington, Nov. 20.—The full text 


of Huerta's message to the Mexican 
congress, which he will read in person 
at 6 o'clock this evening, is as fol- 
lows: 


"In accordance with the constitutional 


provision relative to the matter, it is 
the duty of the chief executive to in- 
form the congress of the nation twice 
every year of the status of public af- 
fairs, these 
reports- corresponding to 


the two solemn openings of the regulnr 
sessions of 'your, duties. 
This provision 


having been, complied with by means of 
the extensive reports I read in this 
.chamber' -on. September IflUr last; and 
as it happened at the time that the 
first of April was" far ahead,' at which 
time the government should once more 
bring to your attention the- status of 
the national situation, it can now be 
understood that this brief message can- 
not be «o extensive as the other docu- 
ments.

while only three decline.d.

; tics. The proposal to found a new party with labor's in- 


terests as its basic principle was advocated with much 
; earnestness by some of the delegates and it promised to 


rank as one of the large issues before the national body; 


V but the vote of .193 to 15 by which it was put aside dcinon- 
| fitra.ted that the project did not meet with 
sufficient 


:;•'•' favor to give it the standing its advocates had claimed 


for it. 


Labor's power in American politics is unquestioned, 


:. and it can be made a mighty force if labor elects to-usn 
. it and refuses to be put nsido by party divisions on other 


•'• .questions of political belief. That has been the .great \veak- 
:nes8 of labor in politics. "The labor vote" has been a thing 
to conjure with and figure over, but again and again the 
figures have shown that it, did not materialize merely be- 
cause the men in organized labor, like men in other' ave- 


..'.nues of life, were swayed by inhnreut political affiliations, 
<-Idivided on other lines and failed to demonstrate at the 


•' polls the cohesive power of their great organization. Un- 
til this can be overcome there will be little prospect of 
effective action as a distinct political party. 


The future will in all probability give us a labor 


party. It is the most natural outcome of the present 
trend, and the policy of the great central body in urging a 
larger participation in politics by labor will doubtless 


. 
prove a stimulating means to that end. • But until that 
;time arrives, labor willjieyonrl question find its greatest 


- "benefit in the development of the non-partisan position 


to which it has adhered for many years. To the largest 
degree labor is justified in looking after its interests in 
.politics, because it is likely to be through politics that its 
lai'ger benefits will accrue in the form of remedial legis- 


J. lation. For the present, at least, however, it can doubt- 


less make its influence felt more effectively by standing 
faithfully by its friends wherever it finds them, and op- 


- posing its enemies whoever they may be than by nullify- 


ing its present power'at many points by coalition in a 
separate party that for many years at least can have 
little reasonable hope of important triumph anywhere.

But statutory 
regulation has abol- 


ished some of the worst evils and curbed 
others. 
Still 
others declared by the 


courts in early days to be illegal are 
practiced without hindrance. 
The full 


enforcement of every federal law re 
stricting the railroads would not cut oft" 
liberties declared by courts 40 or 60 
ye-rs ago to bo contrary to the condi- 
tions ot their charton. Bo far as our 
knowledge goes 
the 
same is true of 


state regulation. 


Under such circumstances we can but 


consider the disposition of railroad men 
to make federal and state, regulation 
a subject of complaint as 
ill-advised. 


They r.m prevent the regulation from 
growing into control by care to obey the 
laws and do justice to their patrons.

HIGH COURT DECIDES 


Indianapolis, Nov. 20.—The supreme 


court lms.afiinivd the Allen circuit court 
in deciding thai, the liquor which was 
seized at the Kort YTnyne fair prdimd in 
September. 1011, should be destroyed he- 
cause it was kept for illegal sale. The 
appeal to the supreme court was in the 
name of Oliver Steward, as the owner 
of the. liquor, as he had obtained a li- 
cense in his name. 


The evidence and finding! of the court 


showed that the business was run for the 
benefit of the owners of the Fort \Vayne 
Hacing association and the Fort AVayne 
Fair association, and that the profits 
were divided between the two associa- 
tions, the driving association owning the 
ground nnd the fair association leasing 
n tor a week in September for an agri 
cultural fair. It was shown that in some 
of the former years the income from the 
liquor business had been as much as 
$2.000. .which was thus divided between 
the two associations. 


Acted as Owner. 


Steward lived on n farm owned by the 


president of the racinp association, and 
acted as ownor of the license and busi- 
ness, but did not. buy the liquor or really 
ma tup1 the hiiMiicsy.

A MAN'S TBAVELTNG CASH.

It is always l.ard to find just the right

HOME RENOVATION 


OF FEATHER BOAS. 


Feathers and feather boas are now 


•so much in vogue that it is well to know- 
how to treat them in order to keep them 
in the best of condition Tvithout undue 
increase 
in 
cleaners' 
bills. 
Ostrich 


feather boas may be washed and finished 
to look almost like new if care is ob- 
served in the treatment of them. 


Prepare a, soap lather as though for 


washing flannels, and also one or two 
lukewarm rinsing waters. Pla^e tho. boa 
in the soap lather and wash it by squeez- 
ing it- gently between the hands until it 
is quite clean. Then rinse it well to re- 
move all dirty -water and soap. When 
this is done, squeeze tho water out of 
the feathers nnd roll lightly in a soft 
cloth to absorb all moisture. Then hold 
the boa by both ends and twist each 
*n the opposite' direction, thus giving 
the natural twist to the boa; fasten a 
piece of tape to each end. and tic these 
to a line to prevent the twist from be- 
coming undone. 


Xow shake the boa to separate the 


fronds and leave it to dry. occasionally 
shaking -it to keep the fronds 
apart. 


The drying process i« best done in a 
warm place, so that"the fronds will dry 
quickly and become fluffy when thoy arc 
ready for curling. 


For this is required a blunt knife— 


a. silver one for preference—which does 
better work if slightly warm. 
It is 


Ix-st io begin curling the feather at one 
end and working gradually to the other. 
Take a few fronds at .1 t;mp and press 
the knife firmly against fhcm, polling 
them rarrfully so n« to form n curve, 
if the V::iii> ii^d is too sharp it will 
break Use fronds and thereby ajjoil tie 


Feathers may'be cleaned in exactly 


the same manner as feather1 boas, only 
the process with these must be that 
of shaking the feather in the soap lather 
and drawing it gently between the finger 
and thumb.

Bad Habits. 


TO SAVE THE BABIES 


Washington, 
Nov. 20.—"Marry a 


man to reform him" is a false and -worn 
ou!, adage, in the opinion of Mrs. .John 
Hays Hammond, who repommended the 
creation of a great, national orga.niza- 
tjon for the study of eugenics in the 
United States, in an address before the 
American Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Infant Mortality. 


"More than one-half the processions 


of -white coffins in Washington are as- 
sured before the birth, or at the hour 
of birth, of their little occupants," she 
said. "So appalling ar these figures 
that. I believe it behooves every mother 
to inquire. 'Why did my baby die!' and 
every girl fc> ask. 'Why can not all wom- 
en have rosy, plump, dimpled, healthy 
babies?' The answer will be found in 
the science of eugenics and more ef- 
ficiently trained obstetricians." 


".It is not fitting that I. a lay woman, 


should recount h«r<> th/- statistical de- 
lails familiar to you. J merely want 
*f w th»t I am. so imprcMed with their 


import that I believe ther-: should be a 
great national organization for the pro- 
motion of practical eugenics. 


'When young "women arc made io 


realize that the defects as well as the 
excellencies of their husbands will be 
reproduced in their-children, that mea 
of intemperate and immoral habits are 
ikely to produce 
defective children, 


they will refrain from marriage with 
such men. 


"Woman, rather than man. has .al- 


ways been the conserver of race purity, 
[n eugenics she will find an intelligent 
juide to the selection of a father'for 
ler children, to the reduction of t.hrce- 
Fourths of all disease, to the elimination 
of one-half of the morbidity of chil- 
dren and to the practical elimination of 
degeneracy and useless waste of infant 


"Young men and young women should 


be instructed in the laws governing re- 
production, inheritance, infant welfare 
and child development.'' 


That the science of eifgenics is theo- 


retically in conflict xwith infant con- 
servation was admitted by T)r. H. E. 
•Jordon. of thn University ,)f Virginia. 


"The aim of the association is to save 


every baby that is born." he said. "The 
attainment of this end wjll necessarily 
preserve some that are cugcnically un- 
fit. Theoretically, from the standpoint, 
of racial welfare, a certain small amount 
of differential infant mortality is desir- 
able. But practically it is perhaps im- 
possible in early infancy tn tell who are 


racially fit and who unfit. 
Moreover, 


unfavorable 
environmental 
conditions 


mav kill the potentially strong and al- 
most as readily as' the weak/baby. No 
discriminating procedure is therefore al- 
lowable. 


"Any selective procedure must-be ap- 


plied before marriage. The genetically 
seriously deficient should be discouraged 
or prevented from having offspring; the 
genetically well endowed should bo en- 
couraged in this manner. 
Every child 


born into the world must be saved if 
possible, but if socially very unfit it 
should be denied the right of progeny.'1

Pace With Germany. 


The French war office fias won its 


fight for the extension of the term of 
military service from two years to 
three, the • New York 
Tribune 
ob- 


serves. This will enable It to increase 
the size of the army so as to keep 
pace with Germany. Under the two 
years' system the army has consisted 
of only 567,000 men araJlable for use 
in Europe, while Germany has now no 
fewer than 876,00u. 
Such disparity 


was intolerable, and BO the 
three 


years' system was demanded, under 
which the army will be increased by 
170,000 men, bringing its total up,tc 
737,000 men. 


It is a bitter reflection to French- 


men, however, that even under th6 
three years' system, which drafts re- 
cruits at twenty instead of twenty- 
one years, France cannot yet keep 
up with Germany under the two years' 
system; and. there must be a certain 
fearful looking forward to the time 
when some further and more strin- 
gent measure will be needed to keep 
the French army somewhere neai 
the German in numbers. 
For It ig 


mathematically certain that a coun- 
try with a small and stationary popu- 
lation cannot keep up with one with a 
far larger and rapidly growing popu- 
lation without resorting to estraor 
dinary means. 


The radical trouble in France Is 


the low birth rate and consequently 
stationary population. 
Unless that 


trouble is remedied it is certain that 
in a few years further extension of 
the term of service will be needed to 
keep the army up to the required size, 
and that process, will have to be re- 
peated at intervals until exhaustion 
sets a limit. It will not take many 
repetitions to Impose upon France a 
burden that cannot be borne. A few 
more such victorias by her war office 
and she will be undone.
